Whitney is beginning to realize this now.

Whitney is now in Albany conferring with 
Hill abqut the New York plank. 

The ex-secretary of the navy is angry 
that the administration people should have 
asked him to take up the fight at this late 
date; and he regrets that he did it. Satur- 
day he told Doran of Minnesota that he had 
aS well go on to Europe, for, said he, ‘‘the 
Silver men have won the fight.’’ 

Whitney's own count gives silver 542 dele- 
gates and gold but 338. He places Nebras- 
ka and South Dakota in the doubtful col- 
umn—24. In his count he claims 44 of Ohio’s 
delegates for gold and gives but 2 to silver. 

Whitney says he .is opposed to a bolt on 
the part of the gold men. He has figured 
it out that a majority of the national com- 
mittee is for silver, and that in consequence 
the gold contesting delegations cannot be 
seated. 

The only hope he holds out is that if 
the silver men carry things with a high 
hand at Chicago the eastern delegates can 
raise the cry of “‘irregularities’’ and return 
home setting up the claim that they are 
the regular democrats. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Morton has suggested similar tac- 
tics in national politics to those adopted by 
the “‘anti-snappers’’ in New York four 
years ago. 

Whitney, however, is an old time organ- 
ized democrat. He believes in standing by 
the party under all circumstances. He, 
therefore, regrets that he was led into as- 
suming charge of a campaign which has 
already met with defeat. 

Dubois Speaks Out. 

Senator Dubois, who, next to Teller, 
the leading silver man that bolted the re- 
publican convention at St. Louis, in an in- 
terview today says: 

“The democrats now have an opportunity 
to redeem the pledges which they have 
been making to the people for so many 
years. We offer them Senator Teller in the 
utmost good faith. The fight for currency 
reform cannot be won this year with any- 
body else. With him at the head of the 
ticket, bearing the democratic standard, 
and with the organization of that party at 
his back, we are sure to deliver to the par- 
ty sixty-one votes west of the Missouri 
river. We are willing to make any reason- 
able concessions to the democrats: if they 
can give us a man who can win this fight 
we will be with them. But they have not 
yet brought that man forward, and they

f can’t do it, simply because they have not 


got him. The south will support Teller, 
and there we have 125 votes that need no 
attention. With him as leader, a combina- 
tion of the south and west could be brought 
about that would be the controlling influ- 
ence in national affa‘rs for half a century.”

GEN. FITZHUGH :LEE’S LETTER. 


Rumors About Washington Indicated 
That It Might Produce Action. 
Washington, June 22.—There was a rumor 
here this afternoon that the state depart- 
ment would issue a statement about Cuban 
affairs, apropos of the announcement that 
Consul General Lee had sent a report to 
the president which would form the basis 
for action on the situation in the island. 
The rumor was erroneous. It was learned, 
however, that the state department was 
confident that no report on which a deci- 
sive policy could be framed had been sent, 
General Lee has been in Cuba a few weeks 
only and has not left Havana in that time. 
It was remarked by an official that the 
president would not have gone fishing if he 
expected critical dispatches. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s delay in starting for Gray Gables is 
pointed to in some quarters as giving color 
to the story, although it is admitted that 
he and Secretary Oldney could consider the 
alleged report, if such a thing existed, quite 
as well at their adjacent summer homes in 
Massachusetts as in Washington. Mr. 
Ryan, the supposed bearer of the dispatch, 
now in quarantine in New York, went to 
Cuba of his own volition and had no official 
connection with General Lee or with the 
state department.

Washington, June 22.—The suspension of 
Sunday service at the Brooklyn navy yard 


yesterday and the continuance of work on - 


some of the war vessels there during the 
day, which gave rise to rumors that Ad- 
miral Bunce’s squadron was being made 
ready for immediate sea service, was ex- 
plained in a satisfactory manner at the 
navy department this afternoon. 

The cruiser New York, fiagship of the 
squadron, went in the dry dock at Brook- 
lyn Saturday for cleaning and some minor 
repairs. 
docking om account of the prevailing high 
tide and as it willbe necessary to have alt! 
the work finished so that she can leave the 
dock tomorrow or next day, before the 
tide recedes, her sailors were Kept busy 
all day yesterday. It is said at the depart- 
ment that if the New York does not leave 
the dock within a day or two she will be 
unable to get out for a month. Although 
the dispatch from New York doés not say 
so, it is believed at the departnmrent that 
work on the construction of the unfinished 
monitor Puritan also went on Sunday. 
This work was delayed for nearly three 
months owing to differences between Naval 
Constructor Bowles and Commander Sper- 
ry, the latter in charge of the Puritan’s 
ordnance. Secretary Herbert was not 
aware of the full extent of the delay until 
recently and he ordered work to be re- 
sumed and hastened. The Puritan’s con- 
struction force is now working over- 
time and probably were kept busy during 
yesterday. No ordefs indicating prospec- 
tive hostilities with Spain have been issued 
to Admiral Bunce. He is concentrating 
all his energies to have his fleet ready for 
the regular summer practice cruise by (July

A GREAT DAY 
FOR FREE COINAGE 


Many Delegates Will Be Elected to 
Chicago Today. 


AND THEY WON’T BE GOLD MEN 


Wiinois, Indiana, Texas, Ohio and 
Other States 


WILL ADD THEIR VOICES TO THE MAJORITY 


Altgeld Has Absolute Control at Peo- 
ria—Indiana and Ohio Will Go 
Like Texas. 


Peoria, Iil., June 22.—Save in the mavter 
of political conrplexion, the democratic 
state convention tomorrow will be a re- 
production on a miniature scale of the 
gathering of the republican hosts at St. 
Louis. The silver interest is as much in 
controt as was that of gold standardites 
there, and Governor Altgeld is the Mark 
Hanna of the occasion. He will designate 
the delegates to Chicago, draft “the plat- 
form, indicate his preferences for nomina- 
tions on the state ticket, and whatever 
he says and does will be accepted without 
murmurings. 

Everything is so thoroughly cut and dried 
that Secretary of State Hinrichsen said 
this morning that the entire business would 
be gone through with within two hours 
instead of two days as originally con- 
templated, : 

As for the “‘sound money” miprgrity it 
will content itself with a protest against 
the silver plank, but according to the 
present programme there will be no bolt, 
Leading democrats, of whom Postmaster 
Hesing, of Chicago, is the most conspicu- 
ous, are flocking in today from all over 
the state to look over the field, but they 
are without weight or influence, save in 
exhorting the minority tO keep a stiff 
upper lip and not permit the Altgeld pro- 
gramme to go by default. : 


Boies’s Advance Guard. 

The advance guard of the Boies boom 
put in an appearance early this morning 
in the person of Editor Samuel E. Brew- 
ster, of Creston, Iowa, and a Boies dele- 
gate to Chicago. He will be joined by 
Secretary Walsh and other Hawkeye State 
democrats. It did not take, Editor Brew- 
ster very long, however, to reach the con- 
clusion that there was no earthly hope of 
his candidate receiving the indorsement of 
the convention, in fact, he was plainly 
told tnat while the leaders of the Illinois 
machine had nothing against Horace Boies, 
yet it was not in the programme to give 
even a quasi indorsement of any candidate. 
The entire Illinois delegation, so Mr. 
Brewster was notified, would go to Chi- 
cago prepared to take advantage of op- 
portunities and would follow the finger of 
Governor Altgeld with as much fidelity 
as’ was manifested by the Colorado dele- 
gation last week teward Senator Teller. 
At the same time he was assured that 
there was nothing in the story -sent out 
from here last night that 
brigades had settled upon Governor Stone, 
of Missouri, as the presidential candidate 
to be championed by the Illinois delega- 
tion. : 

This story,- as explained to the Southern 
Associated Press this morning, grew out 
of a letter received late last night by 
Governor Altgeld from Governor Stone, 
in which the latter urged the indorsement 
of Mr. Bland by the convention. To this 
the reply was returned that such a course 
would be inexpedient, and that no names 
or preferences would be mentioned in the 
convention. 

Boise Is Still All Right. 

As to the story that ex-Governor Boies 
had ltost caste with Governor Altgeld be- 
cause, in a speech shortly after the Chi- 
cago labor troubles, 
sending of federal troops to that city, it 
was declared to be untrue. 

The silverites are now on the ground, 
and they are coming with a rush, jubilant 
over the accession to their ranks of As- 
semblyman O’Donnell, of Bloontington. Up 
to a week ago he was eounted with the 
“sound money” advocates, but he admitted 
this morning that governed by the Sen- 
timent in his district and in which he Its 
a power, no other course was open to him 
but to get alongside the 16 to 1 banner.

vigor and earnestness that a combination 
of the national silver democrats with the 
silver republicans would certainly result 
in the triumph of the white metal in No- 
vember. Hinrichsen, however, contended 
that any attempt toward the indorsement 
of an erstwhile republican at Chicago 
would result in a bolt of the gold standard 
delegates; that these in turn would hold 
a convention of their own and nominate a 
ticket which would b2 heralded as that of 
the simon-pure democracy and that such 
a ticket would receive the support of the 
strongest, democratic agricubtural element, 
to which the silver champions looked 
largely for support. 

‘‘Let us nominate a silver democrat at 
Chicago,”’ was Mr. Hinrichsen’s ar- 
gument again and again, and he re- 
peated: “If the silver republicans want to 
come to us, well and good; if not, let them 
nominate their own ticket and carry their 
own states: we will do the same and 
silver will fare just as well in the electoral 
coliege.”” 

Bland’s Face Shown. 


Lithographs of Bland, of Missouri, were 
displayed in the hotels this evening, but 
if he had any sponsors they failed to put 
themselves in evidence. Ex-Congressman 
Morrison’s name was not mentioned, 

The slate for delegates at large as agreed 
upon is headed by the governor himself, 
with Secretary Hinrichsen, Judge Sam P. 
(McConnell, Chicago, and General Lewis 
B. Parsons, of Florida, as his associates. 
The latter is eighty years of age ahd has

It will declare in the 
plainest terms for the free coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1; denounce the 
work of the present legislature and the 
administration of Governor McKinley; crit- 
icise the last session of congress, and 
igncre President Cleveland entirely. 


INDIANA DEMOCRATS 


Will Today Declare for Free Coinage. 
The Delegates, — 

¢ Indianapolis; Ind., June 22.—It is practical- 

ly settled that the democratic convention

The platform 
has been prepared by Governor Matthews 
and was tonight submitted to Senator Tur- 
pie, Allen W. Clark, chairman of the sil- 
ver executive committee, and others, In 
addition to the silver plank it declares for 
& purely revenue tariff and the election of 
Senators by popular vote and contains a 
strong resolution favoring Cuban inde- 
pendence. The gold delegates who control 
the seventh district have decided to send 
W. E. English and John P. Frenzel as 
delegates to Chicago and to put ex-Con- 
gressman Bynum on the resolutions com- 
mittee. 


WISCONSIN DEMOCRATS. 


The State Convention Will Meet in 
Milwaukee Today. 

Milwaukee, Wis., June 22.—The Wiscon- 
sin democratic convention will assemble at 
the Bijou theater tomorrow morning at 11 
o’clock. ‘The silver forces of the state 
are not organized and the victories won by 
them in the preliminary skirmishes about 
ten days ago alarmed the gold men and 
only tended to spur them on to more 
vigorous efforts. 

Every ‘‘sound money” man in the state 
was called upon to make a special effort 
to secure the election of gold delegates, 
and the result was that in some of the 
counties which were thought to be bime- 
tallic the gold men were successful. There 
will be 359 delegates in the convention, 
or one for every 500. votes cast for Cleve-

WHITNEY GIVES IT UP. 


He Admits That Two-Thirds of the 
Convention Will Be for Silver. 
New York, June 22.—William C. Whitney 
Was seen today before he left for Albany 
to attend a conference of democratic 


leaders. “He said: 

“The report that I said that the eastern 

Gemocrats were discouraged by the over- 
whelming majority of silver men that will 
be delegates in the democratic national 
convention is untrue. We are by no means 
discouraged and propose to put forth our 
most persuasive powers to induce the 
national convention to adopt a gold plank. 
We are willing to admit that the silver 
men will have almost a two-thirds ma- 
jority in the convention. We rely, how- 
ever, on our arguments, and hope for a 
victory. We are inclined to believe that 
we may induce the silver men to recognize 
the importance of having a, gold plank 
in the platform. Despite the reports that 
we are discouraged we are more strongly 
than ever convinced that we have a fight- 
ing chance. 
“Gold men in the east are just getting 
keyed up on the subject and every day 
more interest is expressed in the situa- 
tion by men of importance. The gold sen- 
timent is growing stronger. 

‘IT cannot say what will be done at Al- 
bany today, but in all probability the gold 
plank to be adopted at Saratoga will be 
formulated.’ 

The Albany conference of which Mr. 
Whitney spoke will be held at the apart- 
ments of Senator Hill. 


SAYS THERE’LL BE NO BOLT,

Chairman Harrity, However, Has a

Politics. 


OPENING OF THE CAMPAIGN AT MANNING 


Evans Answers Charges Against Him. 
Duncan Attacks Evans’s Record. 
Whitman Speaks. 


Kingstree, S. C., June 22.—(Special.)—The 
South Carolina campaign opened at Man- 
ning today and there were two sensations. 
Besides Goverpor Evans's statement of the 
bond transaction, several dark horses that 
had been secretly groomed for the sena- 
torial race, were on the ground, but halt- 
ed at the pole and refused to budge. 

It was expected that Congressman Mc- 
Laurin, Judge Joseph H. Earl and 8. J. 
Mayfield would make the race with Gov- 
ernor Evans, but during the day Mr. Mc- 
Laurin decided to accept the certainty of 
returning to congress, Mr. Mayfield was 
not heard from and Judge Earl, after 
filing his pledge this afternoon, had it with- 
drawn by wire: W. D. Evans, who had 
filed a pledge, decided nof to run, and it 
seemed as if Governor Evans was the only 
starter. He made his speech, read his re- 
ply to charges of corruption in the bond 
matter and retired, and the meeting was 
about to close when Mr. John T. Duncan, 
a young man, stanch reformer and mem- 
ber of the ‘legislature from Newberry, tap- 
ped the chairman on the shoulder and an- 
nounced that he had complied with all 
the requirements and was a candidate for 
the senate. He then proceeded to vigorous- 
ly attack Governor Evans in the bond 
matter and his record as governor. 

The meeting was opened with speeches 
by the candidates for minor state offices. 
In five cases—for treasurer, secretary of 
state, comptroller of state, attorney gen- 
eral and railroad commissioner—there was 
no opposition to the incumbents. All of 
the candidates were reformers and all 
fights are strictly in that faction. 

Whitman’s Speech. 

G. Walt Whitman, one of the three in 
the gubernatorial race, made an attack on 
‘“‘~ap-suckers”’ and ‘“coat-tail swingers.’’ 
He created a stir by attacking Senator 
Tillman’s record while governor on several 
questions; charged extravagance in public 
affairs, opposed all state institutions of 
higher education and declared that Till- 
man’s allegorical cow cartoon should have 
been over this state with its udder over 
the state house, being milked by pap-suck- 


ers with tubes te the colleges, another to 
Broker Rhind in Augusta, and two under- 


ground to parts unknown. 

He interrogated Governor Evans' on sev- 
eral points and stated his platform as 
against the dispensary, for free schools, 
fair elections and equal rights of all white 
men, 

W. H. Ellerbe and John R. Harrison, the 
other candidates for governor, made mod- 
erate speeches favoring better free schools 
and generally supporting the colleges. Con- 
gressman John L. Med.aurin was the first 
man to receive an ovation. He devoted 
little time to national politics, but declared 
Sibley was his man for président. He 
regretted that there was so little opposi- 
tion to candidates in this campaign; it ree 
minded him of the charge Tillman had 
made of official rottenness against the 
other ring. It looked as if things were 
cut and dried, but he had faith in the peo- 
ple, and the only salvation for reform 
and the state was for them to spew out 
unworthy men, 

Evans Answers Charges. 

Governor Evans was the next speaker, 
and was heartily cheered. He devoted his 
whole speech to answering charges in 
the bond case, He made this statement, 
he said, because the people had the right 
to know. Did he look any fatter, did he 
look as if he had stolen $40,000? Did Till- 
man look as if he had stolen $40,000? Poor 
man; it was because he was so poor that 
he could not be elected president, but they 
were pushing him anyhow. 

Governor Evans began the portion of his 
speech bearing upon the bond business with 
a reference to the passage of the several 
refunding acts, and flatly denyingg that he 
introduced any of them and had them 
passed through the legislature as the coun- 
sel of Mr. Rhind. The last act was pre- 
pared by the syndicate which purchased 
the bonds. He jumped upon the newspa- 
pers that had made “dastardly attempts’”’ 
to prevent the floating of the bonds of 
Governor Tillman, and stated that he sug- 
gested the employment of Rhind, whom 
he knew to be a reliable ahd honest man. 
He said: “Mr. Rhind had a contract with 
the bond syndicate whereby he was to be 
paid 1% per cent as commission for his 
labors. After the bonds had been paid 
for and Rhind’s commission was due some 
members of the syndicate thought Rhind 
was getting too much under his contract 
with them and refused to allow the com- 
mission paid. I was employed by Mr. 
Rhind to proceed to. Baltimore to. take 
legal steps to collect the commission. I 
did so and associated with me Major R. 
M. Venable. The case has been tried in 
the lower court and a judgment has béen 
rendered in favor of Mr. Rhind. An ap- 
peal has been taken and will not be heard 
for several months. As stated by Mr. 
Rhind in his testimony, the amount of my 
fee has not yet been agreed upon. When 
I was elected governor Iretired from the 
management of the case and turned it 
over to Major Venable and Mr. Baetger, 
and they have examined me as a witness 
as well as Governor Tilllman and others. 
My testimony, as well as Governor Till- 
man’s, is a matter of record in the court, 
and I have it here for your inspection. 
I have never concealed anything as to my 
connection with this matter and shall not 
attempt to do so. I, as governor of South 
Carolina, cannot afford to notice every 
annonymous scribbler in newspapers, nor 


as a candidate for the senate, however, I 
deem it just to you as well as to myself 
to give you.the facts of this matter." 
Denounces Williams. 
Governor Evans then paid his respects to 
Mr, A. B. Williams, who wrote the article 


| in The New York Times. He then proceed- 


every cowardly cur that barks at me, but ; 


ed to go over the evidence adduced at the 
trial in regard to the commissions. He held 
that there was no necessity for buying poli- 
ticlans and influence; there were no bills to 
be passed or anything of that kind. He 
then told the story of the two test cases 
brought before the state supreme court in 
regard to the bond refundment and states 
that in one instance the state paid his ex- 
penses—$i0—and in the other he received a 
fee from the syndicate of $100. These are 
the only amount he referred to at all 
He said: “No fair-minded person in South 
Carolina will assert that I have been guilty 
of wrongdoing in accepting a fee for. my 
services.” Governor Evans then quoted 
some figures going to show how much 
Governor Tillman and Treasurer Bates had 
Saved the state. He closed the matter 
thus: “Who is prepared to censure us for 
this great work for the people? I stand 
here before the people of South Carolina 
and state that he who intimates or insin- 
uates that I have ever received a dollar im- 
properly of the people’s money is a slan- 
derer and a malicious falsifier of the sworn 
testimony of this case.’’ 
Duncan’s Attack on Evans. 

In opening his speech Mr. Duncan said 
Tillman’s hands were as clean as an angei’s, 
but his case and Evans’s were vastly differ- 
ent, Evans had not let Tillman know that 
he had a contract with Rhind in 1884. Till- 
man had made a statement this morning 
through the press; he had explained about 
Dr. Bate and himself, but said ro word of 
Evans. When three evenings ago Evans's 
statement that he made today was reau 
to Senator Tillman the senator exclaimed: 

“God, that don’t apply. You'd better get 
down to something to bear on the case.” 

Evans admitted, said Mr. Duncan, having 
asked Tillman for pay in this case—a mat- 
ter that it was his duty to look after. 
would it be surprising, then, if he had 
an understanding that he should get favors 
from Rhind if he got him the job of re- 
funding the bonds? Evans recommended 
Rhind to the governer. Did he not have 
an understanding with Rhind? 

“The evidence against him is circum- 
stantial; so far)’ sdid Mr. Duncan, “‘but I 
will push the investigation from day to day 
and make it stronger.” He then proceeded 
to attack Governor Evans on dispensary 
matters, saying that the legislature of 
which he was a member had “to choke 
Evans off’’ the dispensary board, and that 
there was much bickering in the reform 
ranks on account of Evans’s general de- 
meanor and official actions. 

Governor Evans had the reply and at- 
tended to Duncan in the most complete 
manner. He would not condescend to an- 
swer the dirty innuendoes about the bond 
matter, but proceeded to make a statement 
as to his connection with the dispensary. 

The crowd cheered him. He was delight- 
ed, he said, that Duncan had appeared 
against him. The game cock was not afraid 
of the gaffs. But the whole trouble was he 
had not asked politicians’ permission to 
run for the senate, and so help him God 
he never would. ‘“‘The people are my mas- 
ters,’’ exclaimed the governor. 
with the politicians.’’ If his administra- 
tion was a failure, the people could tell 
him so, not Mr. Duncan. 

At the close of ‘1is speech the governor 
was cheered. 

The candidacy of Mr. Duncan was utterly 
unexpected; he has shown himself capable 
of doing some hard fighting in the legisla- 
ture. He said tonight: “I have Evans 
beaten.” A meeting is to be held tomorrow 
at Kingstree,

SENATOR HILL’S GUESTS. 


En Route to Saratoga, Hinckley and 
Whitney Stop. 

Albany, N. Y., June 22.—Several of the 
prominent democratic leaders are in Albany 
tonight. Chairman J. W.-Hinckley, of the 
state committee, arrived from Poughkeep- 
sie on an early evening train and. proceed- 
ed at. once to Senator Hill’s home, Wool- 
ferts Roost, where he will spend the night 
as the senator’s guest. Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy Whitney accompanied him. Sen- 
ator Hill, Mr. Whitney and Mr. Hinckley 
will start either at 10 o’clock or at 1 p. m. 
tomorrow for Saratoga, to be on hand to 
greet the delegates to Wednesday’s conven- 
tion. Senator Hill met his guests apparent- 
ly by previous appointment. A long con- 
ference between the leaders ensued at his 
home. The discuss‘on was, of couse, main- 
ly on the state platform to be adopted and 
the fight to be made for honest money at 
Chicago. It is understood that the four 
delegates at large to the Chicago conven- 
tion have been decided upon. Senators Hill 
and Murphy, ex-Governor Roswell P. Flow- 
er and Frederic Coudert, of New York city, 
are the names settled upon. Mr. Whitney 
reiterated his desire not to gu as a delegate 
and Mr. Coudert was practically decided 
upon as the fourth delegate at large this 
afternoon. It is well known that Senator 
Murphy, although he will be elected a dele- 
gate at large, does not intend to go to Chi- 
cago. As alternate to Senator Murphy two 
names are mentioned as probabilities, ex- 
Postmaster General Bissell, of Buffalo, and 
ex-Mayor Grace, of New York. 

If Coudert is put on as a delegate, Mr. 
Bisel! rather than Mr. Grace will probably 
be selected for Senator Murphy’s alternate, 
both Mr. Coudert and Mr. Grace coming 
from New York city. 

Hon. John Boyd Thacher, mayor of Al- 
bany, will be temporary chairman of the 
convention and it is settled that the tem- 
porary organization shall be made perma- 
nent. Mr. Thacher’s speech will be brief 
and the session of the convention, it is ex- 
pected, will only last until evening on 
Wednesday.

AT YALE COLLEGE 


Caused by the Planting of a Little 
Sprig of Ivy 


TAKEN FROM LEE’S GRAVE 


The Bitter Remarks of Dr. Twitchell 


‘Yesterday 


HAD NO EFFECT ON THE SENIOR CLASS 


And the Ivy Was Planted—Federal 
Veterans Threatened To Tear It 
Up, but Students Protect It. 


New Haven, Conn., June 22.—(Special.)—~ 

Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Twitchell, of Hart- 
ford, set Yale upside down this afternoon. 
He is a member of the Yale University 
Corporation and made the speech dedicat- 
ing the Woolsey memorial statue. In it 
he took occasion to condemn forcefully 
the act of the Yale senior class this year 
in selecting for the class ivy a spray from 
the grave of General Robert E. Lee. 

Dr. Twitchell spoke in a reminiscent 
manner of his return from the union army 
in 1863, when he stopped at Yale and met 
President Woolsey on College street. He 
told him of the fervor with which he plied 
Dr. Twitchell on the matters of news per- 
taining to the Yale men in the south. “He 
Was a union man heart and soul,” said 
Dr. Twitchell, “and it would make this 
bronze statue avert its head were he to 
know that the graduating class of Yale 
were to plant on the walls of a building 
on the campus an ivy from the grave of 
General Robert E. Lee. General Lee was 
@ good man, but he was loyal to an infa- 
mous cause.” 

It Was a Surprise. 

This utterance of Dr. Twitchell camé 
like a clap of thunder from a clear sky. 
It was the surprise of the commencement 
exercises this far. There was no demon- 
stration till he had finished. Then the 
expression became at once the talk of the 
throng which surrounded the statue. 

A number of professors declared the 
speech Was very ill-advised. The mem- 
bers of the senior class especially regret- 
ted the utterance. One said: ) 

“We were offered the ivy and accepted 
it with the best of feelings. It was offered 
with a spirit of reconciliation and accepted 
in the same spirit. Hundreds of southern 
men have come to Yale, especially before 
the war, and certainly the act of accept- 
ing the ivy was one taken by all parties 
concerned in the kindliest spirit.’’ 

The members of the ivy committee as- 
sembled near the statue immediately at the 
close of the dedicatory exercises and were 
soon the center of an animated discussion. 
The proposition was made to change the 
ivy. ‘Had the condemnatory words come 
from: almost any other man they would 
not have received the same attention, but 
Rev. Mr. Twitchell holds a position among 
Yale ‘alumni second only to that of Chaun- 
cey M. Depew and his words were bound 
to have weight. 

Rey. Dr. Newman Smythe said: 

“I was amazed when I read in the pa- 
pers that the committee had selected this 


ivy. I think you will find that Mr. Twitch- 
ell voices the sentiment of all the older 


.graduates.”’ 


There May Be a Riot. 


The ivy was planted this afternoon by 
the senior class. A number of old union 
soldiers, now here for their class reunion, 
threaten to tear it up. There are many 
prominent southern men in the_ senior 
class and they declare that they will pro- 
tect the ivy. 

The incident is one of the most sensation- 
al and disagreeable that has marked a 
Yale.commencement jn decades.

ON A TRAIN 


A Drunken Negro Who Was About to 
Fire Upon Other Passengers 


DROPPED IN HIS _ TRACKS 


By a Shot from Some Unknown Per- 
son—Came Near Being a Race 
Riot—Alabama News. 


Anniston, Ala., June 22.—(Special.)—Last 
night, as an excursion from this city to 
Montgomery was returning, Mitch Johnson, 
a drunken negro, who had been employed 
at the Shelby iron works, was shot and 
almost instantly killed by an unknown 
party on the train near Verbena, Chilton 
county. 

Another negro had stolen Johnson’s hat, 
which made him very angry. He claimed 
that'a white man was the thief and was 
preparing to shoot into a car of whites 
when he was killed. 

The shooting came near causing a race 
riot two or three times before the train 
reached this city, but the whites were de- 
termined and well armed and the negroes 
each time saw that many of them would be 
killed if they fired a shot. No arrests 
have been made,

ECHOLS SPEAKS IN BOSTON. 


Supreme President of the A. P. A.’s 


in New England. 

Boston, June 22.—(Special.)—The Amerti- 
can Protective Association, of Boston, have 
just finished a very demonstrative rally 
at which was present Mrs.. Carry C. Oost- 
dyke, the supreme president of the Women's 
American Protective Association, and also 
Jehn W. Echols, supreme president of 
the order. H. 8S. Williams, supreme vice 
president, and State President Davis, with 
other state officers, were also present. 
The entertainment was given under the 
auspices of the Massachusetts women of 


the order. 

President John W. Echols was warmly re- 
ceived by the audience and delivered @ 
fifteen minutes’ «talk, saying, among other 
things: 

“I feel from the bottom of my heart 
that I can say to every one in this audience 
that he #s my friend. I came marching 
through your hall tonight to the notes of 
that grand old -war song, ‘Marching 
Through Georgia.’ Georgia is marching 
through Massachusetts. 

“It seems meet that my first official ut- 
terance since I was elected president of 
the American Protective Association should 
be here in the cradle of liberty. 

“We have entered on the second century 
of this era of American independence. We 
have fought foreign foes; and, alas, we 
have fought each other, too! 

“T can stand here tonight, however, and 
say that this grand American Protective 
Association order has wiped out sectional 
lines between the north and south. 

‘‘We had been for years asleep and there 
Was an enemy in our midst who attacked 
American institutions. But we will win 
the fight and prevent further aggression 
from that, foe. 

“IT am opposed, I tell you frankly, to 
some of the methods which our people use 
when Zeal gets the better of their discre- 
tion. We want it understood that we are 
building a wall’ to prevent further aggres- 
sions, not to make them ourselves. We 
want to see that none but true Americans 
are on the outposts and in the offices.’’ 

Mr. Echols said that he was an Ameri- 
can Protection Associationist for five rea- 
sons. There was one sect, with its leader 
off in Rome, which wanted temporal as 
well as spiritual power. Believing in the 
union of church and state, they think that 
it is a square deal to plunge their hands 
into the public treasury for funds. Then 
they claimed that only those marriages 
were legal which had been contracted and 
solemnized with the approval of thé church. 
They throw the slur in the faces of Protest- 
ant women that they are not wives, and 
that their children are illegitimate. 

‘We are willing that every man should 
worship God according to the dictates of 
his conscience; let them have every right 
in the world so long as they do nat tram- 
ple on other people.’’ ' ' 


TOOK A PLUM. 


CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE AT BOL- 
TON SUNDAY. 


A Young Man.Appropriated a Negro’s 
Fruit and the Latter Showed 
Fight—Scott Arrested. 


The report current on the streets Sunday 
night to the effect that a young lady had 
been assaulted near Bolton Sunday after- 
noon and that her assailant had been 
lynched, proved to have been ill founded. 

There was no assault, but only a lively 
fight because a young white man attempted 
to pull some plums off a tree belonging to 
a negro for a young lady who was out 
walking with him. 

The young man and lady, Mr. J. A. Pruits 
and Miss Lizzie Head, were enjoying ar 
afternoon walk near Bolton at the time, 
when Pruitt happened to spy some ripe, 
juicy plums on a tree in the yard of Will 
Scott, colored, and he proceeded to help 
himself thereto. 

Scott was sitting in his house not far 
away at the time, and he determined that 
his fruit should not be stolen in such a 
ruthless fashion, and he picked up a brick 
and ran toward Pruitt, intending, it 
seems, to kill him. Pruitt dropped his plum 
for a rock and struck the negro squarely 
on the forehead. 

Scott then made at the young lady, 
knocking her hat off, and called to the 
house for a gun. The place was soon 
filled with a crowd of wild negroes and 
Pruitt determined that it would be better 
for his safety to leave, and he took to his 


heels. 

Miss Heard then went before Judge 
Fisher and swore out a warrant for the 
negro, charging him with felonious assault. 
The paper was placed in the hands of 
County Officers Turner and Verner, and 
the negro was caught at his home about 
midnight. He was carried before Judge 
Fisher without delay, and by 2 o'clock ‘yes- 
terday morning he had been bound over 
to a higher court.

WILL ANDERSON IS INDIGNANT 
BECAUSE HE WAS ARRESTED. 


J. O. Blalock, the Defendant, Accused 
Anderson of Stealing His Watch 
and Anderson Is Mad. 


- Anderson, the young white man 
ine Send Pace and locked up at the sta- 
tion house last Friday night on the charge 
of larceny, was exonerated in Judge 
Bloodworth’s court Saturday. His case 
came up for trial and as there was no evi- 
dence against him the judge dismissed the 


The young man was accused of having 
stolen a gold watch and chain from J. O. 
Blalock, when both men were on @ tear 
on Loyd street last Friday night. Blalock 
had Anderson locked up and afterwards 
swore out a warrant for him with the 


above result. 

But this is by no means the finale of the 
‘story. Anderson is very much incensed 
over the treatment and will enter suit 
against his old friend for $5,000 damages 
through the law firm of Arnold & Arnold. 
The case has not been filed yet, but will be 
in a few days. 

Will Push the Case. 


Anderson was seen last night by a Con- 
stitution representative and said he was 
determined to push the case to the bitter 
end. He is of the opinion that he has been 
very badly treated by Blalock and will give 
vent to his feelings in unmistakable terms. 

Anderson will claim that his incarceration 
in the station house was a gross injustice 
and that the publicity which he deriv 
from the affair has injured him before the 
public to the amount sought for. . . 

Mr. Blalock lives in Jonesboro, conse- 
quently his side of the affair could not be 
learned last n t. It is known, however, 
that he will fight the case to the last. 

The circumstances of the alleged theft 
were fully told in last Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion. Anderson and Blalock were bosom 
friends before this unfortunate occurrence. 
They had decided to see the town by gas- 
light last Friday night, and both had im- 
bibed a little too much booze. They were 
at the corner of Loyd and Alabama streets 
about two o’clock in the morning: 

Mr. Blalock claims that at this point fn 
the game Anderson suddenly snatched his 
fine gold watch and chain and ran down 
the street. Blalock reported the case to 
the authorities, and Anderson was arrested 
and locked up in the station house the 
following Way. He was so drunk at the 
time that he was unable to give any ac- 
count. of his actions, but claimed that he 
had never stolen the watch. , 

Blalock swore out a warrant for Ander- 
son, who was released by Judge Bloodworth 
last Saturday. It seems that there was 
very little evidence against him, and he 
was completely exonerated. 

Sues for Damages. 

Anderson then sought the services of Ar- 
nold & Arnold and who will enter suit 
against Blalock for $5,000 damages. The 
case will be filed in a few days and some 
interesting developments will no doubt be 
brought out.

The Election at Waresboro Yesterday 
Under an Old Charter. 


Waycross, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—The 
municiple election today at Waresboro, a 
town of 700 inhabitants in this county, re- 
sulted as follows: Citizens’ ticket—Mayor, 
E. M. Cribb; councilmen, Dr. E. P. Little, 
A. B. Cribb, A. B. Patterson, T. J. Beck- 
ton, J. A. McDaniel; recorder, J. H. Spence 
~—82 ballots. The opposition ticket for 
mayor, D. Morrison; counciimren, R. L. 
Jefferds; W. J. Cannon, George Eason, H. 
J. Jefferds, C. E. Vanvorst; recorder, D. 
H. Bennett—18 ballots, giving the citizens’ 
ticket a majority of 14 votes. 

Dr. J. M. Spence, the present mayor, 
actively supported the citizens’ ticket. 
Professor S. P. Settle was at the bottom 
of the opposition, but this morning before 
the voting began he saw defeat face his 
side and he skipped out on the train and 
did not participate in the election. 

Tonight the citizens’ supporters, captain- 
ed by Mayor Spence, celebrated the vic- 
tory in royal Fourth of July style by 
pyrotechnics, after which they burned Pro- 
fessor Settle in effigy. 

It was a hot contest and considerable 
bitter feeling existed. 

The recent decision of the supreme court 
relative to towns under 2,000 population 
that had been incorporated by the legis- 
lature was the cause of today’s contest at 
Waresboro. When that decision was ren- 
dered it was the: general impression that 
the charter of Waresboro was null and 
void. This would have been so had the 
charter granted by the legislature in 1893 
been the only one in sight, but a charter 
had been granted in 1893 by the superior 
court judge, which was never abolished. 
Those opposed to the incorporation of the 
town recently published a card saying they 
were glad the decision of the -supreme 
court annulled the charter and that the 
people of Waresboro did not want the 
town to the incorporated. This was a 
little too previous, as the charter of 1893 
is still in effect. The opposition on learn- 
ing this put a ticket in the field. today 
against the citizens’ ticket with the result 
stated. 


FOUND GUILTY OF LIBEL 


And Was Fined $100 and Costs, 
Which He Paid.

WHAT MR. WALRAVEN SAID 


That Caused Mr. Mullinax To As- 
sault Him. | 


Dalton, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—The as- 
sault on Rev. Walraven last Monday by 
Mr. Hub Mullinax resulted in a mayor's 
court trial and the affair has been the sub- 
ject of much talk and comment, some tak- 
ing the side of the minister and some the 
Side of Mullinax. As the action of Rev. 
Walraven will probably come before con- 
ference, your correspondent has interview- 
ed a number of citizens both pro and con. 

Mr. Lake Quillian, a prominent member 
of that church and a strong friend of the 
minister, said to your reporter that ‘‘the 
article in last Thursday’s Constitution 
might be wrongfully -interpreted; being 
himself present and hearing the sermon, 
says Rev. Walraven used the following lan- 
guage: 

‘“**l am informed that there is a man in 
this community who has a living wife from 
whom he has obtained no divorce, who is 
associating with and Keeping the company 
of young ladies. Such conduct is wrong 
and sinful and the man that is guilty of 
such conduct is on the road to hell and 
dragging his young lady associates down 
with him.’ 

“The language was reported to Mullinax,”’ 
continued Mr. Quillian, ‘‘and the universal 
opinion seemed to be that Mullinax was 
the man referred to, as Mullinax admitted 
in court the ‘cap fitted him.’ Mullirax ac- 
costed Rey. Walraven on the street and 
asked him if he referred to him in that 
sermon. Rev. Walraven, seeing that Mul- 
linax was angry, gave him no direct an- 
swer, whereupon, without further provoca- 
tion, Mullinax struck the minister half a 
dozen times on the head with his fist. The 
minister made no resistance, nor did he so 
much as lose his temper. The affair has 
created quite a sensation. in the communi- 
ty. I know personally Mr. Walraven is 
liked by all our members and the good 
people of the city condemn the acts of 
Mullinax. Mr. Walraven is a very plain 
spoken man and very zealous. The refer- 
ence made to the bottle of corn whisky 
being put. on a Christmas tree in our 
church is not so, but it was done as a 
joke in a church near by.’”’ 

Your reporter interviewed a number of 
others and they say Mr. Walraven’s cen- 
sures and strictures are not done in the 
proper language. Much indignation is ex- 
pressed by a number of North Dalton peo- 
ple at the minister’s methods of criticising 
the actions of those who do not walk to 
suit his notions. Mr. Walraven admitted in 
court that he had Mr. Mullinax in his 
mind when he made the charge. Mullinax 
was fined $2 by the mayor and bound over 
to the superior court, where it is learned 
he proposes to bring up all the utterances 
of the minister and claims he has wit- 
nesses who will prove them. __

Rome, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—The ele-

THE FIRST TIES 


Turned Out at the Rome Rolling Mill 


Saturday. 

Rome, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—Yesterday 
the first cotton ties were turned out by 
the Rome rolling mills, under the new 
management. This is the only cotton tie 
manufactory in the south and has not been 
in operation for nearly two years because 
of legal complications among the stock- 


holders. 

Recently Colonel C. P. Pall, of Carters- 
ville, receiver of the East and West rail- 
road, leased the plant, put in new machin- 
ery and had the mills put in first-class 
shupe. The ties turned out are of a very 
superior quality of steel, which is 
produced from the native iron ores of 
north Georgia. The capacity of the mills, 
when run on full time, is 1,000 bundles of 
thirty ties to the bundle per day and a 
torce of sixty to seventy-five hands is em- 
ployed. 

At present the mills are only operated ten 
hours a day and will turn out five hus- 
dred bundles, employing a force of about 
forty hands, who receive good wages, add- 
ing largely to the business of the city. 


Crisp and Maddox Indorsed. 


Saturday Hon. John W. Maddox address- 
ed a large gathering of democrats at La- 
Fayette, the occasion being the meeting 
of the county convention. His speech was 
a strong appeal for free silver and it was 
warmly indorsed by the large and enthusi- 
astic audience.

The governor 
explaineds the fact and expresses his re- 
gret that the trip cannot be made as de- 
sired by the veterans. He assures tthe com- 
mittee of his appreciation in the following 
' letter: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, June 22, 1896.—Messrs. H. R. Powers, 
T. B. Neal, A. J. West and W. A. Hemp- 
hill, Committee, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sirs: 
I am in receipt of your kind letter inviting 
myself and staff to accompany the delega- 
tion from the Atlanta camp of United Con- 
federate Veterans to the dedication of the 
monument to the memory of ex-President 
Jefferson Davis, and informing me that you 
would arrange for us a special car via 
the Southern railway. 

“T beg to assure you of my high appre- 
ciation of the distinguished honor you have 
done me and to inform you that owing to 
the fact that myself and and military staff 
have already arranged to make this trip 
via the Seaboard Air-Line railway, I must 
decline your kind invitation. I hope, how- 
ever, to have ‘the pleasure of seeing each

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Whitney as a Booger-Man. 

The organs of the money power are 
trying very hard to play Mr. William 
C. Whitney as a booger-man. To all in- 
tents and purposes they are saying to 
the democrats: “If you don’t go for 


gold when you get to Chicago, the 
booger-man ‘ll catch you,” and the 


booger-man is William C. Whitney, a 
man whose affability is almost volup- 
tuous in its dimensions. 

Now, for the life of us we cannot see 
how the gold organs and the subsidized 
editors can make a booger-man out of 
& man as amiable as Mr. Whitney. He 
is no doubt a tolerably shrewd political 
manager, but his powers in that dire@ 
tion have never been tested. 

It is true that he was for Cleveland 
fn 1892, and it is also true that Cleve- 
land was nominated, but the influence 
of Mr. Whitney in bringing about that 
result has been greatly magnified by 
both, Mr. Whitney and. his friends. 
There was no combined opposition to 
Mr. Cleveland at Chicago in 1892. Many 
democrats who distrusted him, and 
whose distrust has been amply justified 
by results, were willing to support D. 
B. Hill, but all the political elements 
were in favor of Cleveland—the men who 
had held office under his first adminis- 
tration and who hoped to get another 
Slice of patronage, many of the old 
war horses and the boys in the trenches 
were in favor of giving him a second 
term. 

Coupled with this desire was the habit 
which the democratic states had of 


knuckling to the demands of the repub- 


lican states of the east, on the plea that 
New York, Connecticut and New Jersey 
Were necessary to democratic success, 
Eastern public opinion was allowed to 
mold the action of the party, and Cleve- 
land would have been renominated in 
1892 if Mr. Whitney had at that time 
been engaged in watching a boat race 
on one of the alleged canals in the planet 
Mars. 

Nevertheless, he has become _ notori- 
ous as a political schemer by reason of 
the supposition that he forced the nom- 
{nation of Cleveland in 1892. For that 
reason, if for no other, we are glad to 
know that Mr. Whitney is going to 
Chicago next month with the avowed 
purpose of stampeding the delegates 
and forcing them to repudiate their 
pledges to the people. 

When Mr. Whitney gets to Chicago, 
he Will find all the conditions changed. 
He will find an overwhelming majority 
of the convention arrayed as solidly 
against all dodges, straddles and decep- 
tive declarations as it is against the 
gold standard. He will find that the 
delegations of the states that are demo- 
cratic on the silver question are no 
lorger amenable to the suggestion that 
New York is necessary to democratic 
Success. 

More than this, when Mr. Whitney ar- 
rives in Chicago he will find himself op- 
posed by men whose judgment and ex- 
perience will enable them to play with 
him and his schemes as a cat does with 
a mouse. He will find all his plans 
anticipated and discounted before he 
can put them into execution. Amiable 
as he is personally he will find that his 
influence as a democrat is discredited by 
the fact that he goes to Chicago as the 
personal agent of Mr. Cleveland, a man 

who has brought the democratic party 
as near to death’s door as any man ever 
did or ever will. Mr. Whitney will find 
himself so heavily handicapped at Chi- 
cago that he will be impelled to surren- 
der his Cleveland agency and return to 
his home in New York. 

Yet The Constitution is heartily glad 
that Mr. Whitney is going to Chicago as 
the agent of Rothschild, Belmont, Cleve- 
land & Co. If he is really the booger- 
man to scare democrats into deserting 
their principles the honest voters of the 
country want to know it. If Mr. Whit- 
ney, who has never claimed to be any- 
thing but a human being, so far as we 
know, is powerful enough to take the 
democratic party by the seat of its 

breeches and hold it at arm’s length out 
of the fifteenth story window of a Chi- 
cago caravansary until it promises to 
desert the people and support the gold 
Standard, we want to see the feat per- 
formed. 

The time has arrived when the su- 
preme test must be made; the moment 

has come when the democ 
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must decide whether it shall stand by 
its principles or perish,in disgrace, If 
Mr. Whitney and the agencies at his 
command are able to control the party 
at Chicago and force it to make a 
straddle on the financial question or 
declare for gold, then the time has ar- 
rived for fhe party to be hauled off to 
the boneyard or be left to rot where it 
dies.

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Why This Republican Apathy? 

Never in the history of American poli- 
tics has there been sach a dearth of en- 
thusiasm as in the recent republican 
convention in St. Louis. _ 

Strange to say even the republican 
newspapers of the country have admitted 
this fact; and while some of them have 
tried to cover the matter over with 
smooth apologies, others, without going 
into any embarrassing details of ex- 
planation, have simply observed that 
the convention was not up to the usual 
standard. 

This absence of enthusiasm is strik- 
ingly apparent in the oratory of the 
convention. As a rule this sort of ora- 
tory is cut and dried several weeks in 
advance; but there is always more or 
less enthusiasm developed during the 
progress of the session and it frequent- 
ly happens that a speech which has 
been evolved as the result of cold, delib- 
erate composition, acquires a fervor of 
delivery which could possibly come only 
from the inspiration of the moment. 

Such a speech was the one delivered 
by Robert G. Ingersoll in 1876 on pre- 
senting the name of James G. Blaine. 
As the result of this Speech Ingersoll 
stepped into the national arena as one 
of America’s greatest public speakers. 
In like manner Roscoe Conkling, of 
New York, made a similar reputation 
in his speech nominating Generui Grant 
for a third term. Such was the marke 


enthusiasm begotten of the effort of 
General Garfield. in nominating John 


Sherman, of Ohio, in 1880, that he him- 
self was made the nominee of that con- 
vention and led the republican party to 
victory in the ensuing election. 

But there was no such impressive elo- 
quence as this in the convention which 
met in St. Louis last week. . hose who 
expected to enjoy a feast of oratory 
were sadly disappointed. The speech 
of Chauncey M. Depew: was merely a 


string of egotiSms while that of the 
dashing and brilliant Foraker was a 


mockery of the feelings which he se- 
cretly entertained for the man whose 
name he put in nomination. There was 
not a2 speech made in the conveution 
which came up to the standard of real 
eloquence, While it even strains the use 
of the term te speak of them as fair 
samples of ordinary declamation. 

The New York World pointed]: ob- 
serves that the eloquence of ‘ihe St. 
Louis convention was not only dull and 
insipid but even below the standard of 
congressional speech making. In sp.eak- 
ing of the recent oratorical displav in 
St. Louis The World is further ied to 
remark that the republican party can no 
longer beast of a Blaine or a Oonkling. 


But the language of The Chicago 
Chronicle is still more severe. ‘(his 
western journal observes that while 


none of the speeches were notable those 
of some of the lesser lights were gro- 
tesque even to the verge of the ridic- 
ulous. 

With hardly a single exception the 
newspapers of the country unite in pro- 
nouneing the St. Louis convention a 
dismal failure in this respect at least, 
if in no other. 

There is something intensely a’nus- 
ing in the explanation which The St. 


Louis Globe-Democrat offers for this 
unusual dearth of enthusiasm. The 
Hobe-Democrat sagely observes that 


the absence of anytbing like uproar and 
excitement in the convention was d=e 
to the fact that the question of 2 nomi- 
nee had already been settled in advance 
of the convention. This explanation 
can hardly be said to explain. More- 
over, it is not even plausible. While it 
may account in some measure for the 
lack of that enthusiasm which is due 
to rivalry it offers no explanation what- 
ever for the apathy which exists even 
at this time among the supporters of 
the republican nominee. 

What is true of the convention will 
likewise prove true of the campaizn. 
There will be no enthusiasm, for the 
simple reason that defeat is certain. 
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Democracy’s Silver Tide. 

Mr. William C. Whitney, with the as- 
sistance of J. Sterling Morton and a 
man named Michael Doran, has com- 
piled a table in which he gives the 
strength of gold and silver at the Chi- 
cago convention. Mr. Whitney gives the 
gold standard 338 delegates, and silver 
He gives the silver men eight del- 
egates from New Hampshire, twenty 
from New Jersey, and two from Maine. 
We had supposed that the gold standard 
men were successful in both New 
Hampshire and New Jersey, not be- 
cause the democratic voters of these 
states are in favor of the gold standard, 
but because the machinery of the party 
in both states is absolutely in the hands 
of the agents of the money power. In 
New Jersey, where the democratic 
voters are known to be for the free coin- 
age of silver, the delegates to the state 
convention were appointed by the coun- 
ty committees, and the voters had no 
showing whatever. 

To be perfectly fair, therefore, we 
should consider the eight delegates from 
New Hampshire and the twenty from 
New Jersey as solid for gold. This 
makes the total figures for gold 366. 
But from this total must be taken forty- 
six Ohio delegates, two Georgia dele- 
gates, four Florida delegates, and at 
least one from Delaware. Then, as the 
Nebraska gold delegates do not repre- 
sent the organized democracy of that 
State, the silver delegates will surely 
be seated. There will also be contests 
from Michigan involving the seats of at 
least seventeen delegates, owing to the 
vicious methods employed by office hold- 
ers. The silver delegates from South 
Dakota will also be Seated, which will 
leave the goldites with 296 delegates to 
be pitted against the 6O8 silver dele- 
gates, 

It is no wonder that Mr. Whitney re-

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the fight after it is lost. And yet, he 
is going to Chicago to try and stem the 
tide: and the New York newspapers 
say he is fo be accompanied by a thou- 
sand or more “shouters’’ for the gold 
standard, the men to be employed by 
the money power for the occasion, and 
to be paid for using their lungs in be- 
half of gold in the streets and hotel 
corridors at Chicago. 

If anything could make the silver 
democrats firmer in their convictions 
than they are now, it would be just such 
a display as the money power proposes 
to make at Chicago. 

From first to last these schemers have 
fatuously played into the hands of the 
men who stand for the rights and in- 
terests of the people. It is not too much 
to say that providence has had a hand 
in the matter; that it prompted the bull- 
dozing and wrecking policy of: Cleve- 
land, which has done more than any- 
thing else to open the eyes of the hon- 
est voters of the country; and that it 
prompted the organs of the money 
power to persistently deceive the public 
in regard to the strength of the .silver 
movement, 

Meanwhile the silver movement has 
shown strength wherever the people 
have been given an opportunity to ex- 
press their views. It is strong in Maine, 
in New Jersey, and in Maryland, and 
now comes the welcome news that it 
is strong in Delaware. One of the del- 
egates from that state is sure to vote 
with the silver men and there is every 
reason to believe that at least three of 
the five delegates: will vote for free 
coinage. The state convention refused 
to indorse the gold standard, but Knock- 
ed out the word “gold” and declared 
for “a sound monetary standard.” 

The people have won a great victory, 
and they will win another at the polls. 
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Mr. Clews’s Opinion. 

It is amusing to see how solicitous the 
eastern republicans and the eastern 
mugwumps are about what the demo- 
cratic party shall do on the silver ques- 
tion at Chicago. AS a sample of their 
very great solicitude, we give the fol- 
lowing from Henry Clews, which he 
sends out to the country as a postscript 
to his weekly statement: 


June, 1896—I have heard nothing but 
praise, without distinction or party, for 
President Cleveland on account of his man- 
ifesto to the democratic party. It virtually 
urges them not to commit hari kari, which 
the adoption of free silver coinage in their 
platform would be. There is but one opin- 
lon expressed by those with whom I am 
brought in contact, and that is, if the Chi- 
cago convention commits itself to the free 
cOinage of silver heresy the democratic 
party will be doomed, as they will simply 
dig a grave to bury themselves in. At any 
rate, they will put themselves in such an 
odious position in national politics as to

Everybody who knows Mr. Clews 


knows that he is a “dyed-in-the-wool” 
republican, that he never has had a 
kind thing to say about the democratic 
party or anybody connected with it, and 
is not admitted by any one, save re- 
publicans and cuckoos, to be a demo- 
crat. . 

If he was sincere in his wishes to 
have the democratic party wiped out, 
he would not make the suggestion that 
he does, It is not the fear that the party 
will commit hari kari, as he terms it, 
but the fear that it will elect its presi- 
dent that makes him so urgent in his 
advice about what it ought to do. 

Mr. Clews’s opinions on the Chicago 
convention will have about as much 
weight as the devil would at a camp- 
meeting. 
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An Important Religious Gathering. 

During the present week the Interna- 
tional Sunday School Association meets 
in Boston, Mass. 

Several thousand delegates will be in 
attendance and every. branch of the 
Christian religion will be represented. 

There is not a more important reli- 
gious organization in the United States 
than this faithful army of Sunday 
school workers. 

The Sunday school is strictly a mod- 
ern institution. Less than a hundred 
and sixteen years have passed since 
Robert Raikes opened the first school 
for religious instruction on the Sabbath 
in Gloucester, England. 

Sixty years after the Sunday school 
was organized by Raikes the Young 
Men’s Christian Association was found- 
ed in London. The development of 
these kindred institutions has been mar- 
velous and there is scarcely an island of 
the sea on which the influence of one or 
the other is not felt and recognized. 

At the present time there are no less 
than 12,286,000 attendants enrolled in 
the Sabbath schools of the United 
States. 

Even those who do not profess reli- 
gion must recognize the wholesome in- 
fluence which this movement has ex- 
erted upon the character of our Ameri- 
ean Ccivilizaffon. 
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Increase of Homicides Explained. 

Of late years the crime of murder has 
rapidly increased in the United States. 

Fifteen years ago there were less than 
one thousand murders committed an- 
nually. Since that time, however, the 
number has steadily grown from year 
to year. 

In 1886 there were 1,449 murders ¢om- 
mitted in the United States. During the 
next twelve months the ravages of this 
destructive crime were still more pro- 


pounced. The records for that year 
show that 2,335 murders were c¢com- 


mitted, or nearly twice as many as the 
year before. 

Since that time the record has been as 
follows: 1888, 2,884; 1889, 3.567: 1890, 
4,200; 1891, 5,906; 1892, 6,791; 1893, 6,- 
615; 1894, 9,800; 1895, 10,212. 

If these figures are correct the num- 
ber of murders committed in this conn- 
try during the last fifteen years has 
far out-traveled the growth of popula- 
tion. 

Within five years these murders have 
doubled in number, while the population 
of the United States has not doubled in 
thirty-five or forty years. 

What is the reason for this nhenome- 
nal increase of murders within the last 
few years? Perhaps the question can 
be answered, at least in a partial sense, 
by citing the extreme laxity of our im- 
migration laws. Foreigners lave been 
permitted to land in this country with- 


|out any restrictions whatever, und, in 


: 


tion had no right to ask him to take,up | 


consequence of this | 
age of our population is derived from 
the pauper elements of foreign lands. 

Nearly all the crimes committed in 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, St, 
Louis and other large cities of the con- 
tinent are directly traceable to this for- 
eign pauper element, 

The remedy for this evil has already 
been provided by congress in a measure 
which requires that every immigrant 
who lands in this country shall possess 
a certain amount of intelligence. 

But there is also another reason which 
partially explains this increase of crime 
and that is in the failure of our courts 
of justice to rigidly enforce the law. 
It is more important that a penalty 
should be certain than it is 
should be severe; and if a man is satis- 
fied in advance that he will be punished 
by the flaw for the crime which he is 
about to commit he is more than apt to 
forego the temptation. 

It is a matter of extreme importance, 
therefore, that justice should be cer- 
tain. As long as the courts refuse to 
execute the law there will be a con- 
tinuance of crime in this country. -In 
order to prevent the commission of 
crime the sovereignty of the law must 
be asserted. 
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It is safe to bet that McKinley is a 
loser on general principles.

HURLED INTO THE SEA. 


Visitors to Cumberland Have an Un- 
pleasant Experience, 

A few days ago an accident occurred at 
the pier at Cumberland which came near 
resulting fatally. All who ‘have visited the 
popular resort remember the long pier 
which juts out into the sea to which the 
boat from Brunswick ties when passengers 
are landed. This pier is very old, and 
was in need of repair. 

Thursday afternoon a large party was 
about to take the Brunswick boat to leave 
the island.

I have for years held him in 
high esteem and even if we had been op- 
ponents our race would have been con- 
ducted on a basis which would not have 
interfered with our friendship. Having 
consented some time ago to make the race 
for mayor I am, of course, in to win. The 
earnestness of my friends has been such 
as to leave no doubt on my mind as to the 
termination of the contest. Of course as a 
candidate I have been and will be subject- 
ed to much unfair treatment by those who 
are unwilling to fight on the open ground 
as I do.

Mr. Rice Won’t Run. 

There was a rumor about the city to 
the effect that Mr. Frank P. Rice would 
announce for mayor on account of the 
withdrawal of Mr. Collier.

The mysterious couple, who so unmerci- 
fully deserted the little chap, are un- 
doubtedly strangers in this city. Mhey 
stated that they were fromy Franklin 
county, but it is most probable that they 
came from exactly the other direction. 
They also stated that the: child was not 
theirs. 

The couple left some fine clothes in a 
basket for the baby, and a little slip of 
paper on which was written ‘Earnest 
Greene.”’ This paper will be the only evi- 
dence for the baby that he ever had a 
pedigree. 

Made an Early Visit. 

The circumstances in the case prove that 
the couple had intended to leave the baby 
at the house at all hazards. 

About 6 o'clock yesterday morning the 
matron was aroused by a ring at the door 
and when she entered the parlor a few 
minutes later she beheld a nicely dressed: 
woman with a baby in her arms, and a 
basket by her side. She stated that she 
had come to leave the child at the home; 
that it belonged to a friend of hers in 
Frarklin county, and that her efforts to 
secure the little fellow a place in that 
county had been ineffectual.

RECEIVERS CANNOT FIND IT 


Latest Developments in the Muddle 


Are Sensational. 


JUDGE BIGBY REPLIES TO HIS CRITICS 


Says That No One Would Take the 
Presidency of the Mills as a 
Precious Gift. 


A new phase in the Eagle & Phenix re- 
ceivership complications came _ to light 
last night, showing that all of the sensa- 
tional features of the case have not as 
yet been told, and some who claim to be 
possessed of inside information insist that 
the half has not yet been told. 

The following telegram was received by 
The Constitution last night from Columbus: 

“Columbus, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—In 
connection with the present Bagle & Phe- 
nix litigation a little matter has arisen 
which has caused considerable talk. Some 
time ago the National Bank of the Repub- 
lic, a New York institution, advanced a 
loan of $40,900 to the mills on 2,000 bales 
of cctton, which the management of the 
company offered as security. The cotton 
was then looked upon as a tangible realty, 
now it cannot be fqund’ by the receivers. 

Mr. E. H. Pullen, vice president of the 
bank, was here last week investigating the 
matter, which has assumed an unexpected 
phase. Mr. Pullen left.the city Saturday. 
Sensational developments may follow as 
the result of the failure to discover the 
cotton.”’ 

Judge Bigby spoke yesterday for the first 
time in answer to the charge made against 
him that he failed to call a meeting of 
the board of directors, though urged to 
do so by three members of the board. 

He said that he authorized Mr. Charles 
A. Collier to call the meeting of the board, 
and that the only reason he himself was 
not present was because he was too ill 
and could not attend, except in utter vio- 
lation of the orders of his physician. 

Judge Bigby said that Mr. Collier had at- 
tempted to have a meeting of the directors 
who were friendly to him (Bigby) in At- 
lanta, but failed to do so because he could 
not get a quorum to attend the meeting, 
though they were in the city. 

He said that Mr. Collier had been a di- 
rector for five years of the Eagle & Phenix, 
but had failed to attend more than one 
meeting during that time. 

Speaking about the raise in his salary, 
Judge Bigby said: 

“I had nothing to do in fixing my salary. 
The year that I took charge it was fixed 
at $10,000 a year by the board of directors 
before I was chosen president. Messrs John 
Peabody, C. E.: Battle, Moses H. Cone, 
Chas. A Collier, J. T. Warnock and others, 
not one of whom was related to me, were 
directors at that time. The next year sal- 
aries were reduced by consent of officers. 
The year after Mr. Peabody, upon his 
motion in the annual stockholders’ meeting, 
had my salary fixed at °*$10,000. The rule 
has always been to fix salaries before o1- 
ficers were elected. At the last annual 
election of stockholders I urged Mr. Col- 
lier to take the presidency with a board 
of directors of his own selection, fF re- 
fused it. I have on several occasions urg- 
ed Mm. Warnock to take it and he has al- 
ways refused. I have asked Judge W. H. 
Brannan to take it and he always declined. 
No one would take it unless the company 
would run it upon its own resources. At 
the time I took it, and I did it only because 
I was a large stockholder and was anxious 
to save my stock. Mr. Lanier, of ‘West 
Point, did propose to take it I believe at 
a salary of $15,000, provided a finance com- 
mittee would furnish the money to run 
it. Mr. Berry, of Newnan, declined an of- 
fer of the presidency. No one wanted or 
would have it. The affairs of the com- 
pany were in ruins, and from .the day I 
took it I have staggered under a load of 
debt which the company owed that has 
broken down my health and exhausted my 
purse.” 


REWARD FOR DYNAMITERS. 
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Governor Atkinson Places a Price on 
the Heads of Midnight Assassins. 

Governor Atkinson has offered a reward 
of $150 for the apprehension of the party 
or parties who placed dynamite under the 
house of W. P. Ramsey, Jr., of north 
Georgia, on the night of June lith. By 
the explosion of the dynamite Ramsey and 
his family came near losing their lives, 
Ramsey’s wife escaping with several se- 
vere injuries. No arrests have been made 
in the case, and yesterday the governor 
decided to offer the reward stated as an 
inducement for bringing the guilty parties 
to justice. If captured, the courts will deal 
with the would-be assassins with a heavy 
hand. 

Hog Thief Pardoned. 

Charles Peel, sent to the penitentiary 
from Jefferson county in November, 1895, 
was yesterday pardoned by Governor At- 
Kinson. He was convicted of hog stealing 
and sentenced to a term of twelve months. 
It was known to the governor that Peel 
is in a state of broken health and utterly 
unfit to be an inmate of the penitentiary. 
Upon the request of the solicitor and coun- 
ty officers of Jefferson county the pardon 
was granted, and Peel will return to his 
native county to spend his last few weeks 
on eerth a free man. 

Justice Atkinson Disqualified. 

In the noted case of the Chatham bank, 
of Savannah, against E. Brobston, & Co. 
a others, which is to come up in the 
aifteme court soon. Associate Spencer R. 
Atkinson is disqualified, and yesterday Gov- 
ernor Atkinson deignated Judge George F. 
Gober, of the Blue Ridge circuit, to sit in 
the case in Judge Atkinson’s place.

Stocks Materially Lower Yesterday. 
Cotton Slightly Lower and Wheat 
About 1 1-8c Lower. 


For the last three or four months all 
Mews sent out from New York has been 
strongly in the interest of the gold stand- 
ard, and the brokers and bankers were 
unanimous tn the opinion that if a single 
gold standard plank was adopted in the St. 
2,ouls-platform a speculative buying move- 
ment from England would sweep Wall 
gtreet and prices would soar skyward im- 
mediately, and that gold exports would 
cease instanter. The international stocks 
were to be the favorites and tips were out 
to buy that class of property and rest as- 
ured that a good investment had been 
Made, and one that would pay handsome 
returns from the start. 

The following, on June 1oth, ts a fair sam- 


ple: 

“The belief that the currency plank of the 
St. Louis platform will be satisfactory to 
the advocates of ‘sound currency,’ strength- 
ened the market for stocks again today and 
in the last hour of business prices generally 
were at the best of the week. London 
houses were buyers of securities with an 
international market, and local bear trad- 
ers, who were carried away by the sensa- 
tional rumors current last Wednesday, were 
steady purchasers of the leading issues for 
the purpose of closing their contracts. The 
renewal of the London buying, however, is 
the most important, as it has direct bearing 
on the gold movément. These purchases 
are having a depressing effect on sterling 
exchange and actual rates at the close 
showed a material reaction from the high 
figures ruling early in the week.” 

On the Wednesday mentioned in the 
above there was a sharp decline on rumors 
that the St. Louis convention would proba- 
bly not adopt the “sound money” plank. 

On June 15th following hcpeful news was 


Scattered: 

“A more hopeful feeling prevailed in stock 
circles today, and the market broadencd 
considerably. There was good buying for 
both home and foreign account, and in the 
late trading the shorts, who had been fight- 
ing the rise all day long, fell into line. 
London buying cut quite a figure in the 
dealings, and the orders embraced a wider 
range than of late. Business was also ona 
large scale, the sales footing up 226,427 
shares. The underlying cause for the in- 
crease in the activity and the improve- 
ment in prices right through the list was 
the impression, afterwards confirmed by 
Senator Lodge, that the St. Louis conven- 
tion would put a gold plank in the platform, 
and the light engagements of gold for ship- 
ment to Europe also had a favorable in- 
fluence.”’ 

On Tuesday, June 16th, quotations reach- 
ed high-water mark, and there was great 
rejoicing in stock circles, buying orders 
coming from all quarters of the globe. The 
orders to buy were for anything and every- 
thing. London turned buyer, the west 
Made extensive purchasers and everything 
a@ivanced. It was told this way: 

By Associated Press: 

‘“‘Profit taking was the feature of the ear- 
ly trading, and although London and com- 
mission houses generally sold, the impres- 
sion made on values was insignificant. The 
consensus of opinion was that the reaction 
Was opportune in view of yesterday's sharp 
rise, and that it would not only give oper- 
ators a chance to look around, but would 
test the stability of the market. It is to be 
@aid that the offerings were readily ab- 
sorbed, and as the day wore aionz and ad- 
vices from St. Louis gave cumulative evi- 
dence that the gold standard advocates had 
carried the day buying orders were placed 
in all the leading issues and a higher range 
of quotations was established. London 
turned buyer, and firms here with western 
connections made extensive purchases of 
the railways and the better class of In- 
dustrials. A further advance in govern- 
ment bonds and a reduction in the posted 
rates of sterling exchange contributed to 
the good feeling. United States 4s of 1925 
have gained nearly 2 per cent during the 
Past two days. the a@vance being directly 
due to the position the St. Louis convention 
has taken on the currency question. The 
reduction in sterling exchange was the re- 
sult offan increased supnly of bills against 
securities sold abroad. Dealers in vovern- 
ment bonds said that the transactions in 
these issues were ususnallv heavy and es- 
timated that nearly $1,000,000 changed hands 
at the board and over the counter. In the 
Jast hour the market took on an appearance 
of buoyancy and nearly every stock on the 
list reached the highest point for a long 
time past. The gas stocks gained “@5 per 
cent. The Industrials moved up 4@%4. As 
a rule the best figures of the dav were 
current in the final dealings. Speculation 
left cff strong with an advancing tendency.” 

New York News Bureau: 

“Hesitation ™ the stock market at the 
opening was due to realizations sales for 
Y.ondon and local account. These were well 
ahsorbed and in the afternoon, when pri- 
vate and confidential disnatches confirmed 
the statements in the morning papers that 
a pronounced gold plank had heen agreed 
wpon by the Hanna and anti-McKinlev 
forces, there was an ovthurst of enthn- 
silastic huying which carried prices to hich- 
eat noints reached since the hreak of last 
Wednesdav. The gains of the dav were 
substantially uniform, extending to 1@2 ner 
¢ent for the leading tssues. The market 
closed strong and active.’’ 


On Thursday, June 18th, Mr. MeKinley 
Was nominated and the convention adopted 
the ‘‘sound money” plank. It is interesting 
to note the change in the character of the 
news that finds its way out of New York 
fince that time. The internationals suffered 
the greatest loss yesterday, London was a 
seller, and $750,000 gold will go out by to- 
day's steamers. 


New York, June 22.—New York News 
Bureau: “The stock market today was 
weak under trading liquidation. and prices 
in many instances declined 1 per cent and 
more. A number of influences affected sen- 
timent adversely. Further engagements of 
gold were made for export after the street 
had persuaded itself that gold exports were 
over. 

“The receipt of comments from the Lon- 
don newspapers indicated a most entirely 
Satisfactory recention of the republican 
nominations and nlatform, The prosnects 
of the triumph of free silver at the national 
democratic convention was another unfav- 
Orable factor, while a general fear appeared 
to oppress traders that an acute phase 
of the Cuban situation was !tmnending.

News from abroad was any- 
thing but favorable. and included state- 
ments that the position taken by the re- 
publicans at St. Louis relative to the 
Cuban question was unsatisfactory to 
Spain. This was accompanied by lower 
prices from London and fairly large sales 
by houses with foreign connections. A re- 
newal of exports of gold to Germany 
which was rather unexpected, and reports 
thet the free silverites, irrespective of 
previous political affiltations, would agree 
Upon a candidate for the presidency helped 
to unsettle matters. London cables were

nation. A rumor that Consul General 
Lee, in the report to the chief executive, 
will recommend that the Cuban insurgents 
be granted recognition was also used 
against the market, and with some effect. 
Very little suppert was forthcoming and 
prices ylelded readily. The decline ranged 
from % to 3% per cent and nearly every 
stock on the list participated in the down- 
ward movement. Sugar was heavy and 
broke from 122% to 118%, Round amounts 
of long stock came out on the way down, 
the break in raws abroad having dislodged 
stock held on weak margins.

Early Morning Gossip.

New York, June 22.—The break this 
morning is attributed to the Spanish war 
scare based on The London Daily. Mail 
dispatches from Madrid as published. The 
Mail is a comparatively unimportant 
journal in itself and is hardly reliable at 
all times. s 

London has turned seller of St. Paul at 
77%. The traders are still working the 
war scare for all it is worth. 

Lower Wall street sold Sugar. 

The market appears to be full of stop 
orders. 

The intimation that the Tobacco direc- 
tors are preparing to pay off their scrip 
in cash and to declare an extra dividend 
in cash has called for a good deal of com- 
ment and criticism. There is no doubt 
that the estimation of such possible ac- 
tion comes from good inside sources. At 
any rate it has led to quite considerable 
buying of the stock by certain prominent 
traders who have heretofore followed the 
advice of these authorities to great ad- 
vantage. 

The hesitancy which some houses show 
in buying the Grangers is based largely 
upon the recollection they have of the 
attitude of certain legislatures of western 
states toward transportation companies 
when prices of grain are low. It is a rare 
exception that these states do not agitate 
lower transportation rates under the cir- 
cumstances, and the fact that wheat and 
corn are both so low gives strong impres- 
sion that when the legislatures meet this 
fall they will again take a hostile stand 
towerd the railroads, especially as rates 
are now firmly held. 

The action of the Sugar companies in 
guaranteeing I‘riday and Saturday’s 
prices on today’s delivery indicates that 
the trust could handle more business, and 
that its policy of jumping prices up and 
down has created an uncertainty that has 
deterred wholesalers from buying except 
for immediate requirements. The action 
had the effects at Saturday’s trading of 
steadying the trade. 

There is a movement among bankers to 
place before the democratic delegates full 
information on the currency question so 
that whatever is done by them will be 
done intelligently. To this end all forms 
of literature on the subject are to be sent 
to them. There is of course opposition 
in their own ranks by those who .would 
like to see a free silver plank in order 
to make republican success more certain 
by -sodeaniad the gold democrats out of the 
ranks.

McIntyre & Wardwell’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 22.—It was _ Liverpool 
and its decline against Texas and its 
drought today, and Liverpool proved for 
the moment the influence, as prices closed 
generally 1 to 3 points lower. At one time 
August was down 7 points and the rest 
of the list 4 to 5 points, owing to the 
lower prices offered, Later the lost 
ground was recovered and an advance 
followed of 1 to 3 points, when it was 
found that the signal service reported 
practically no rain in Texas. It said in- 
deed that the lack of rainfall thus far 
this season is six inches during the same 
time last season. German houses were 
buying at one time, as they have been 
for several days past. Later on there was 
less realizing and the close was at a small 
decline for the day with sales of 132,900 
bales. The final tone was steady. Liver- 
pool fell 1% to 8 points, closing steady. 
The Bombay receipts for the half-week 
were 6,000 bales, against 3,000 for the same 
time last year. New Orleans was rather 
irregular, at one time being 2 points lower, 
but later on:2 to 3 points higher, and then 
slightly heavier rains were reported in 
parts of Louisiana, Mississippi and Geor- 
gia. There seems to be too much rain in 
parts of Mississippi, where grassiness is 
complained of. In Manchester varns and 
cloths were dull but steady. The Liver- 
pool spot market was fairly active with 
sales of 10,000 bales. Port receipts today 
were 1,966, against 6,187 last week and 1,315 
last year. Total thus far this week 3,056, 
against 6,702 last week. Spot cotton here 
was steadier and unchanged at 7%c for 
middling; sales 2,122. including 522 for spin- 
ning. Augusta received today 167, against 
4 last week and 4 last vear; Memphis 67, 
against 82 and 32; St. Louis 2, against 48 
and 29: Cincinnati 65, against 861 and 199; 
Iiouston 51, against 27 and 79. Memphis 
shipped 339 today, St. Louis 312 and Hous- 
ton 6. The southern spot markets were 
generally quiet and unchanged. Savannah 
declined .%c. New Orleans sold 1,000. If 
Texas does not get some rains pretty 
soon it may be a serious matter for the 
crop in that state. In some sections of 
Teaas the corn crop is said to be already 
ruined. The future finuctuations promise 
to hinge largely on the Texas news. The 
statistical is strong and accidents are 
likely to happen to the crop. We recom- 
mend purchases on the decline.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 22.—Cable advices from 
Liverpool state that the decline in that 
market today has been due to the report 
of predictions of rain in the southwest 
and heavy selling by the local traders on 
that belief. Our market opened easy on 
August but steady on the distant posi- 
tions, as our reports from the south stated 
that no rain had fallen in the past forty- 
eight hours in Texas, and upon the pub- 
lication of the government report that 
the indications were for fair and hot 
weather for the southwest improves to the 
closing quotations of Saturday. The tem- 
per of the market is to regard all poor 
crop accounts with distrust, as the trade 
generally believes crop accounts to point 
to a very large yield, notwithstanding the 
approach of the critical period of the 
season with the crop with continued dry 
weather in Texas. Our mail advices state 
that Manchester spinner and manufac- 
turers have their books filled with orders 
at renumerative prices and a better trade 
outlook exists than for many years. For 
this reason Manchester did not decline on 
the last break in the Liverpool market. 
Some selling for southern European ac- 
count brought about some consession from 
the highest prices of the day, but the 
market closed steady with indicatoins of 
an improvement tomorrow und0less the 
needed rains fall in Texas. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotten Letter. 


New York, June 22.—(Special.)—It is 
still a waiting market. Liverpool lost 
most of what she gained Saturday and 
our market opened lower, August selling 
on the call at 7.25. There being no further 
rain reports from Texas, some of the timid 
shorts began to cover and quickly ran Au- 
gust up to 7.35, but as threatening weather 
was reported from the southwest, there 
was plenty of cotton offering at the ad- 
vance, and August quickly receded to 7.29. 
August again rallied to 7.34 and closed 
steady at 7.32 bid. We repeat our belief 
that nothing serious has happened to the 
crop so far and that prices are likely to 
be lower. 


The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, June 22.—Cotton dropped Yo 
4 points on the general list early in the day 
and 7 points on August, but regained the 
lost ground and advanced 1 to 3 points. 
Before the close, however, there was an- 
other reaction, which left most months 1 
to 4 points lower with the tone steady and 
sales 132,900 bales.

In some parts of that state 
the drought is said to be the worst in many 
years. The exports of cotton are far ahead 
of the rece'pts. The demand for cotton 
goods is also said to be better than recent- 
ly. Still prices declined. Stocks and grain 
were both lower and may have had some 
influence on cotton. Politics may have had 
something to do with the depression’ in 
Liverpool in sympathy with the decline in 
the London stock market. The Cuban sit- 
uation is considered at least interesting, 
and the Transvaal and Cretan questions 
seem to be disturbing Europe more or less. 
Moreover, fears are expressed by some bus- 
iness men that there may be an alliance he- 
tween the free silver party and the demo- 
crats. At any rate, the business world 
would breathe more freely if it were known 


that the democratic convention at Chicago

Chicago, June 22.—The only news of a 

bullish nature today, with the exception 

of crop reports, which are still bad, was 

a decrease on passage of 300,000 bushels. 
This, in the face of large shipments from 
the Baltic, ‘Black Sea and Danubian ports, 
was surprising and temporarily caused 
some strength, but the news otherwise 
was bearish. The feeling soon became in- 
clined to the short side and the market 
registered a decline of over ic from Satur- 
day’s close. The world’s shipments to 
Europe promised to be about 8,000,000 
bushels. Northwestern receipts (546 cars) 
were three times as large as a year ago, 
the decrease in the visible of 667,000 bush- 
els was d'‘sappointing: English visible in- 
creased 15,000,000; there seemed to be no 
cash demand anywhere; Chicago received 
one car of new wheat, which graded No. 
2 red; St. Louis had 2 cars of new 
wheat; there was no support from the out-. 
side; the New York stock market was 
heavy, some of the best securities show- 
ing considerable decline, which does not 
indicate that much confidence has as yet 
been restored, and exporters sav spot 
wheat in Liverpool is so weak that fresh 
sales from this side cannot be made at a 
profit. Early there was ‘a disposition 
among one or two of our professionals 
to support the market, but there was 
plenty of wheat for sale, and seeing that 
prices did not respond to their buying, 
sold out. There seems to be nothing en- 
couraging to holders except the bad crop 
reports, which alone is not sufficient to 
sustain prices. 

St. Louis and local parties were quite 
free sellers of corn. The visible showed 
a small decrease. 

July oats sold below 17c, which means 
that shipments from Missouri river points 
to Chicago will net the seller about 8c per 
bushel. 

Considering the immense receipts of 
hogs at the vards (53,000) the provision 
market has held remarkably steady, pork 
showing a decline of about 5c per barrel 
and lard and ribs Sc per 100. The extreme- 
ly low prices seems to be about the only 
argument of holders.

Pears that an agent of the Western Pas- 
senger Association bought the mileage 
hook in question from a scalper at Kansas 
City, who had bought it from some other 
party. This ticket was presented to the 
Mad which issued it for redemntion under 
the rules of the agreement. The road is 
now garnisheed by the scalner from whom 
the ticket was obtained, and consequently 
refuses to pay the chairman the monev 
for its redemption. The ticket being found 
in the wrong hands and implicitly provid- 
Ing that it must be used by the purchaser. 
the railroads claim to have a legal right 
to refuse to honor it if presented to tie 
wrong party.

WILL MYERS IN JAIL| 


A Texas, Sheriff Wires That Crowley's | 


Murdere? Has Been Arrested, 
NO MISTAKE THIS’- TIME 


So Confident Are the Officers of Their 
Man They Will Pay Transporta- 
tion to Texas. 


Will Myers ‘has made a meteoric flight 
and within a few hours has jumped from 


North Carolina to Texas. 

From Bosworth, Mo., where he was not 
identified as himself, he made his way to 
North Carolina, and now he is awaiting 
identification in a jail in Corsicanna, Tex. 

So sure are his captors of his identity 
they have wired Sheriff Barnes to come 
or send at once, and all. transportation 
would be paid. The murderer of Forrest 
Crowley is said to be in chains with a 
strong guard of officers and citizens who 
give the prisoner their constant atten- 
tion. 

Sheriff Barnes received a message stating 
that Myers was in jail. There could be 
no doubt about the matter, the message 
said, for the sheriff of Corsicanna had a 
photograph of Myers and a full description 
at the time the arrest was made. Sheriff 
Barnes was urged to come at once, as My- 
ers was nervous and the officers were 
afraid he might escape if any delay on the 
part of the sheriff occurred. 

Sheriff Barnes immediately wired back 
that he had reached his limit and would 
not make the trip to Texas to identify the 
prisoner unless the transportation was 
paid.

an answer was received by 
Barnes aind he was informed that 
tickets would be furnished for the trip 
and all expenses would be paid by the 
Texas sheriff. This kind offer was prompt- 
ly accepteid by Mr. Barnes, and if the tick- 
ets, Which were expected yesterday, arrive 
today, a man will soon be sp2eding toward 
the west for the purpose of seeing what 
the prisoner looks like. 

“Il have spent enough money trying to 
find Myers,”’ said Sheriff Barnes yesterday, 
“and | am not going to invest any more 
Capital in that line of business. 

“Ever since the murderer escaped it has 
heen money for everything; money for 
clews and money for advice and sugges- 
tions and I am just tired out. If the ticKets 
are furnished [ w'll either go myself or 
send a man from the office. 

“Il am just as anxious as ever to capture 
Myers, but I have simply reached my limit 
in sending men over the country, and some- 
body else wilt have to pay the transporta- 
tion to ‘Texas.

WILL PAY THE FINE. 


MR. W. B. LOWE SAYS HE WILL 
COME UP WITH THE CASH.

How the Case Now Stands—Governor 
Atkinson Has Imposed a Fine 0? 
$1,400 Upon Camp Kramer. 


“T have no doubt but the governor is 
cons*ienticus in his imposition of the heavy 
fine vpon Camp Kramer. I:do not know 
what Mr. Gress will do and cannot speak 
fo> him. It app*ars to me, however, that 
it would be useless to appeal the case, 
The courts would sustain the governor.’ 

Mr. W. B. Lowe was speaking in refer- 
enee to the fine of $1,400 which Governor 
Atkinson placed upon the lessees of Camp 
Kramer because of cruel treatment inflicted 
upon three convicts by Whipping Boss 
Price in April. It was said that the fine 
would rot be naid and that the lessees 
would appeal from the decision of the guv- 
ernor and take the case to the courts. Dur- 
ing the investigation several weeks ago 
it was claimed by Mr. Lowe in his defense 
that it was not within the power of the 
state to hold the lessees responsible for 
misconcuct upon the part of.the whipping 
boss, Leecause of the fact that. the whip- 
ping boss was appointed directly by the 
governor. The lessees, tt was claimed, had 
no voice in the selection of a mati for that 
office and should, therefore, not be held 
amenable in case there was a breach of 
contract on the part of the whipping boss. 
This defense, however, did not hold good. 

Tne fine announced by the governor last 
Friday was larger than had heen expected 
by those who have charge of the convicts. 
It was only in keeping, however, with the 
consistent attitude of Georgia’s chief ex- 
ecutive with reference to the treatment of 
convicts. The administration of Governor 
Atkinson has been characterized chiefly by 
the reforms instituted in the manner of 
dealing. with the _ state’s prisoners. The 
January high court was one of the most 
notable features of his regime, and the 
subsequent fine placed upon three of the 


’ 


camps showed that that investigation was. 


not without avail. Governor Atkinson has 
adhered strictly to this policy. The case 
in which the fine was imposed Friday came 
to his notice some time ago. It was charged 
that three convicts in camp No. 2 had 
been cruelly treated. The case was first 
brought up by Principal Keeper of the 
Penitentiary Turner. As soon as he learned 
that Pric>, the whipping boss, was in error 
he recommended to the governor that he 
should be discharged at once. This was 
done and an investigation ordered. The 
rovernor rotified the lessees to appear be- 
fore him and show cause why a fine should 
not be imposed. When the trial came 
strong argument was given by Mr. Lowe 
showing that he should not be required to 
put down the money. The camp at Kramer 
is sub-leased from Mr. Lowe by Mr. G. V 
Gress. 

“T suppose,” said Mr. Lowe last night. 
“that the fine will be paid all right. It 
seems useless to take the case up to the 
courts, as I have no doubt they will sus- 
tain the governor. I have nothing to say 
in regard to the action of the governor. 
He thinks that he is right. We have al- 
wavs tried to conduct the camps in the 
best way possible and to give the convicts 
the mcst humane treatment.” 

The governor has given the lessees until 
August ist to pay the amount. By that 
time the $1,400 must be paid into the state’s 
treasury. BB a

Mrs. Marcy Files an Application For 
Divorce from Her Husband, 


SHE WAS HELD A PRISONER 


An Interesting Case Pending in the 
Criminal City Court—A Sealed 
Verdict Was Reached. 


A petition for divorce, containing several 
sensational allegations, was filed yester- 
day by Attorney Terrell, representing Mrs. 
Aurelia Winburn Marcy. 

Mrs. Marcy appeals to the courts for a 
legal separation from her husband, Darius 
Fisher Marcy, charging that he made her 
life miserable on account of Ais strong 
appetite for drink, his exceedingly jealous 
disposition and the cruel manner in which 
he treated her. 

Last fall, Mrs. Marcy says, she mrarried 
Mr. Marcy after having Known him for 
only a short time. Her husband i8 a native 
of Providence, R. I., and is said to be a 
horse shoer by trade. Mrs. Marcy claims 
that shortly after the marriage it develop- 
ed that her husband possessed an abiding 
and consuming thirst for intoxicating 
liquors, and that she was compelled to re- 
main shut up in her room at their board- 
ing house virtually a prisoner and was 
commanded not to leave the room without 
permission, 

It is also charged that he would return 
to his room intoxicated and would abuse 
and scold his wife. A short time ago Mrs. 
Marcy says she was visiting the family 
of her husband in Rhode Island, when he 
got on a spree and knocked her down 
without provocation, and shut her up in 
the room. She says she wired to her 
father asking for a ticket, and as soon 
as the money reached her she immediate- 
ly came to Atlanta. 

Gave a Fictitious Rating. 

An unusually interesting case was tried 
before Judge Berry in the criminal city 
court yesterday. 

The plaintiffs in the cas® were Langston 
& Woodson, and Morris & Treadwell were 
the defendants. It was charged that Nor- 
ris & Treadwell had given a ficticious rat- 
ing and statement of their financial stand- 
ing to a commercial agency, upon the 
strength of which they secured credit from 
Langston & Woodson. 

Langston & Woodson charged that they 

had sold the firm a bill of goods upon the 
statement furnished by the agency, but 
were deceived. It was charged that Morris 
& Treadwell stated they had a stock of 
goods worth $200, and accounts estimated at 
$600, while they owed only $300. 
Later on it was shown that Mrs. Martha 
A. Treadwell, the mother of Mr. ‘i'readwell, 
held a note signed for $780, and the business 
was closed up on a mortgage given to 
protect this note. 

Mr. Treadwell was then charge®@® with be- 
ing a conrmon cheat and swindler, and 
his trial was reached yesterday. The jury 
Was out several hours and returned a 
verdict which was sealed. The verdict 
will be opened in court this morning and 
the decision announced. 

The case is one of more than ordinary 
importance and ig probably the only one 
of its kind that has ever been heard in 
the state. The charges were based on a 
fraudulent statement made to a commer- 
cial agency, and it was claimed that the 
statement _was made to secure credit.

AT THE NEXT MEETING 


MR. BEAUPRIE SAYS HIS RESIG- 
NATION WILL GO IN. 
Council Will Be Given an Opportunity 
To Vote on the Acceptance of the 
Commissioner’s Resignation. 


Mr. W. R. Beauprie, one of Atlanta's 
police commissioners, who recently moved 
to Macon to direct the sixth division of 
the Southern railroad as superintendent, 
Was in the city Sunday and yesterday. 

Mr. Beauprie stated yesterday afternoon 
before leaving for Macon that his resigna- 
tion would be presented to the council at 
its next meeting, and that he would no 
longer be police commissioner. He said 
that while he had not had an opportunity 
to see any of his friends about the matter, 
there was no doubt that the letter of re- 
signation will go in at the next meeting.
